EMINENT DOMAIN 
Every now and then it is our fortune to hear some per- 
son recommend that the town take some land by Eminent 
Domain, in order that a certain project be accomplished. 
Eminent Domain proceedings are always risky, and an in- 
‘cident related in the March 26th issue of the Reading Chroni- 
cle illustrates some of the risk involved. 
The Chronicle was reporting- the Town Meeting, and a 
discussion about a bill of about $2,000 for land near a school. 
The Moderator, Mr. Charles Howard, asked to be relieved 
from the chair, in order that he may speak. 
The Chronicle continues: 
“Some years ago, said Mr. Howard, when Alvin Fuller 
was governor, it was necessary to take some land to build 
Cottage Farm Bridge. Land was purchased from the Bos- 
ton Consilidated Gas Co. for $15,000 and a comparible piece of 
land on the other side of the bridge which belonged to Bos- 
ton University was assumed to be available at a similar 
price.

TM Cushing told the Selectmen 
that he had been checking with 
Charles Miller, Comptrollor of the 
city of Trenton, New Jersey, con-
